500 Miles Distant And 
Moving This Way 


A typhoon {a Yocated in about 120 
degrees east longitude and 19° de- 
grees north latitude, moving west- 
north-west, according to & warning 
by the Manila Observatory, issued 
through the American Consul- 
General, at 8 a.m. to-day. 

This typhoon is about 500 miles 
distant from Hong Kong, and ‘is 
moving in th{s direction, It has 
moved about 800 miles nearer since 
the warning was issued yeaterday 
morning. aD 

REPORTED NEARER 

The typhon is now situated about 
950 miles southeast of Hong, Kong, 
moving -weat-north-west, according
